This letter concerns the ballot enevelopes (approximately one hundred 
and forty) which were challenged on December 22, 1971, because they had not 
been cancelled by the Postal Service. My reasons for challenging these ballot 
envelopes were based on the following: 


First, please refer to my letter of December 7, 1971, addressed to Mr. Donald 
Straus, President, American Arbitration Association, in which I mentioned the 
possibility of two complete sets of ballots having been printed in Baltimore 

and that this had to be taken into consideration as the printer involved had 
apparently done a considerable amount of work for our union in the past including 
the printing of campaign literature by and for the incumbent officials. 


It is also my understanding that no representative of the American Arbirtration 
Association was present at the time of the actual printing to supervise the 
printing of these ballots and that the printer has a close personal relationship 
with some of the incumbent officials of the IOMM&P. My colleagues and I, there=- 
fore, view this whole situation with a great deal of skepticism as if two sets 

of ballots were printed at that time, then the obvious intention of those in 
possession of them would be to use them in a manner best suited to their purposes. 


At this juncture, I would like to bring to your attention the following excerpt 
from a recent article (copy enclosed) in the New York Times:",.,.rackets on the 
piers are controlled primarily by three organized crime groups, according to ‘ 
Federal, state and commission investigators. The Mafia families headed by Carlo 
Gambino and Gerardo Catena, respectively, control most of the Brooklyn and New 
Jersey piers...these underworld elements are said to exert their influence on the 
waterfront through cooperative dock workers and union officials...Mr. Davitt 
charged that the agency had under way no active investigation of any of the four 
leading officials of the waterfront unions who, he said were members of the Carlo 
.Gambino, Mafia family. He identified the four as Anthony Scotto, President of 
Local 1814, International Longshoremen’s Association, Anthony Anastasia, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the ILA Local 761, John Scotto, President of ILA Local 1702 and Joseph 
Colozzo, then president of ILA Local 1277......" ' 


As you are aware it is common knowledge that organized crime has infiltrated many 
legitimate businesses, including banking institutions, and with the IOMMSP now a 
emall part of this ILA Union the possibility of organized crime influencing thi. 
election should be taken into consideration.

We were also given to understand that the American Bank & Trust Company of 

301, East Fordham Road, Bronx, New York 10458, had never transacted any business 
with the American Arbitration Association prior to this current election, but the 
reasons for which it was chosen by the person/s making this choice has not been 
clarified to our satisfaction. 


On October, 21, 1971, I wrote to the Postmaster of the United States Post Offle, 
Bronx, New York 10451, requesting that all ballots received at the Fordham Station 
at 189th Street and Park Avenue, Bronx, New York, 10458, should be stamped to show 
that these envelopes had passed through the postal system. The Postmaster, Mr. 
Frank J. Viola, in itis reply to me dated November 1, 1971, stated: "Every effort 
will be made to see that all mail addressed to the American Arbitration Association, 
c/o Safe Deposit Vault, American Bank & Trust Company, 301 East Fordham Road, Bronx, 
New York 10458, arriving at the Fordham Station 10458 without a postmark is poste 
marked before delivery to the addressee....." 


This was a very definite commitment on the part of this Postmaster, and on the 
strength of this statement I challenged every ballot that was received without a 
postmark. I should, however, like to point out to you that other possibilities: 
definitely exist for the lack of the postmarks on the approximately (140) challenged 
ballots received: ¥, 


1. That the ballot enevelopes without the postmark did not pass 
through the pastal system, in which case they are probably 
fraudulent. 


2. This post office did not cancel the envelopes due to the heavy 
influx of Christmas mail. 


That the ballot envelopes were received prior to my written 
request. 


the above I would like to request: 


That these ballot envelopes (approximately 140) be subjected to 
a most careful scrutiny, the signature of each to be checked by 
a handwriting expert/s for possible forgeries. If any are found 
they are to be promptly referred to the Federal authorities. 


Ballots in een ley Rag valid signatures should be tallied 


to see whether they change the result of the election, and if such 
is the case - new problems arise. 


If and when these ballots (approximately 140) are checked, I would 

like to remind you that each and every ballot is supposed to bear a 
time-stamp. For your information Captain Robert Nelson stated in a 
conversation with me on December 22, 1971, that Mrs. Margaret U. Carlson 
had marked the ballots in a manner known only to her. 


I trust the above will enable you to determine in as short a time as possible the 
validity of the approximate 140 (one hundred and forty) challenged ballots at 
present in custody of the Amrican Arbitration Association in relation to the 
Offshore Division, New York (formerly Local #88) election.

In response to your letter of January Sth, following are excerpts from 
the minutes of the IOMM&P General Executive Board meeting of January 25 and 26, 
1972, held in San Diego, California: 


(January 25) 
“Item #3 - Appeals - Hold this item in abeyance pending arrival in San 
Diego of International Counsel Marvin Schwartz." 


(January 26 - morning session) 

"Item #3 - A als ~ International Counsel Marvin Schwartz reviewed the 
International Ballot Committee minutes, including the transcript of the 
challenges. He also read the different letters of challenge submitted 
on behalf of various defeated candidates. The minutes, the transcript, 
and the challenge letters were discussed by the General Executive Board 
and International Counsel. ‘ 


The author of one of the challenge letters indicated his desire to appear 
personally but he was not present. The General Executive Board instructed 
International Counsel to contact Mr. Ofelt and advise him that the Board 
was waiting for him. The Board agreed to withhold decision on the appeals." 


(January 26 - afternoon session) 

“Item #3 - Appeals ~ International Counsel reported that, during his tele- 
phonic conversation with Jack Ofelt on this date, Bro. Ofelt stated that 

he had originally planned to attend the General Executive Board meeting in 
San Diego; but because of time and weather, decided to convey his appeal to 
the Board through Counsel Schwartz. Mr. Ofelt repeated his points of chal- 
lenge listed in his January 20th letter to Counsel Schwartz who, in turn, 
answered and explained the reasoning behind the action taken by the Interna- 
tional Ballot Committee in each of the points challenged. Mr. Ofelt also 
.nformed Counsel Schwartz that he was Planning a visit with Rolla Johnson 
of Local 47 to help him challenge the election. 
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After careful consideration of all the 


challenges and the various docu- 
ments, it was moved, seconded and carri 


ed that the appeals be denied."

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Preamble 


We, the members of Local 88 of the 
International Organization of Masters, 
Mates & Pilots of America, for the rafe- 
guarding of democratic procedures and the 
rights of the membership in an organiza- 
tion predominantly seafaring and for the 
promotion and improvement of our economic 
welfare and professional standards that the 
best interests of the membership may be 
better served, do hereby adopt these By- 
Laws and Rules of Order until such time 
that circumstances may decree changes or 
amendments by a majority vote of those 
voting in a secret referendum ballot. 


Article I 
Authority of the Membership 


Full and final authority of Local 82 shall 
reside in the membership.

In addition te the duties specified 
herein, any Election and Ballot Committee 
shall elsc act as observers and verify all 
counts in the tally of votes cast in any 
referendum ballot conducted in conjunction 
with these general elections. 


Section 4. Any nominees or candidates 
challenging the rules or decisions of the 
Election and Ballot Committee may submit

Section 5. There shall be a minimum of 
a nincty (90) day voting period for the elcc- 
tion of officers.

Article VI 
Duties of Officers

the collective bargaining agreements. He 
shall scttle, if possible, ali disputes, inter- 
pretations, grievances or complaints arising 
over such enforcement, or lack thereof.

Presidents, Patrolmen and Dispatchers shall 
function under his direct supervision and 
orders. He shall have the right to attend 
and express his views at any meetings of all 
Union Committees. It shall bs the explicit 
responsibility of the President of Local 88 
not only to enforce the Shipping Rules fairly 
and equitably, but also for the proper main- 
taining of ail a | records in the Dis- 

atcher’s Office as outlined in Section 6 of 
Eris ARTICLE. 

He shall be s delegate to all city, district, 


state and national industry labor councils 
and conventions with which the Organiz,- 
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tion is affiliated and where representation 
is required. He shell not he a Delegate to 
the International Convention of the Interna- 
tienal Organization of Mastern, Mates & 
Pilots unless elected as such on 7 referene 
dum ballot. Fle shall, as Executive Olficer 
of this Organization, he on all commiltecs 
of the International Orpanization to repre. 
ecnt Local 88. When available, he may chair 
any oe meeting. He shall report 
to the membership at each Regular meeting 
on the activitics of his office for their ape 
proval or rejection. 

Section 2. Vice-Presidents — Jt shall be 
the duty of the First and Sceond Vice- 
Presidents to assist the President in the 
discharge of his dutics, as outlined in Sec-' 
tion 1 of this ARTICLE, and such other 
duties as the Organization may require. 
The First Vice-President, or the Second 
Vice-President, if the former is not avail- 
able, shall act instead of the President dur- 
ing the latter’s absence. 

Section 3. Secretary-Treasurer — The 
Secretary-Treasurer shail receive all monies 
payable to the O-ganization, either directly 
or through its authorized officers and issue 
official receipts for same. He shall be re- 
sponsible for all records, any bonds, or any 
other finances or propertics belonging to 
Local 88. All financial records and accounts 
shall be kept in accordance with accepted 
accounting procedures. They shall be sub- 
ject to a quarterly publie audit and an an- 
nual certified audit. These financial reports 
shall be published in the Organization's otfi- 
cial publicetion. He shall, with the Presi- 
dent, or in the latter's absence, with the 
First or Second Viee-Presidents, sign all 
checks In payment of the Organization's 
obligations. In the absence of the Secretary- 
Treasurer, which will include vacation, sick 


il 


leave, lenve-of-nbaence or any leave where 
during auch period he relinquishes his du- 
ties, the President and either the First or 
Second Vice-Presidents shall have authority 
to sirn checks for Local 88 and carry out 
his duties. 


He shall make a financial report at Regu- 
lar membership meetings covering monics 
received, expended, bank balances and any 
other details relating to the duties of his 
office. He shall keep on file the original pro- 
eecdings of all Regular and Special member- 
ship meetings and those of the Exccutive 
Committee. He shall post the true copics 
of these procecdings on the bulletin boards 
{n the meeting rooms of the Organization 
not less than twenty-four hours prior to the 
next Regular membership meeting. He shall 
issue all probationary cards, Regular Mem- 
berrhip books, transfers and withdrawal 
cards. These activitics shall be reported to 
the membership for approval or rejection. 
He shall, at the expiration of his term of 
office, or earlier if recalled, surrender to his 
successor all book papers. funds and any 
and all properties belonging to Local 88 in 
the presence of the incoming Exccutive 
Committee. 


Section 4. Patrolmen — The three Patrol- 
men shall contact all contracted vessels 
upon their arrival in, and prior to, their de- 
parture from the Port of New York They 
shall.kecp the seagoing and hospitalized 
members informed of union affairs, distrib- 
ute the Organization’s official geen 
collect ducs, be certain that all vacancies 
are properly filled, settle all disputes and 
complaints wherever possible, and otherwise 
—- the collective bargaining agree- 
men 
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They rhall maintain n los: of their activi- 
ties. Such log shall contain the namea of 
all vessels visited, hours visited, the vaca- 
tion status of cach member and other appro- 
priate personnel data. Whenever possible 
they are to submit reports at each lesuiar 
membership mecting in person or in writing. 


Scetion 5. Dispatchers —The Chief and 
Assistant Dispatchers, cither clected or rion- 
member employces, shall be responsible for 
registering members for Night Relicf OM- 
ecr and offshore employment. Such registra- 
tions shall be in compliance with these 
By-Laws aos to being in good standing and 
validity of licenses. All job assignments 
shall be made with strict adherence te the 
Shipping Rules. The Dispatchers shall 
maintain proper, adequate and eomplete 
shipping records of all jobs filird, of mem- 
bers cleared as company cmployces and of 
all offshore shipping cards validated. The 
Dispatchers shall notify any member whose 
offshore shipping status may have become 
invalidated by reason of non-compliance 
with any requirement in the Shipping Rules. 
A shipping list of all members registered 
for offshore assignments shall be compiled 
monthly and conspicuously posted in the 
hall. A copy of said list shall be mailed te 
all other Locals of the Organization. 


If any member of Local 88 elected as a 
Dispatcher is derelict in his duties to the 
membership, the President shall invoke 
ARTICLE XX, Section 1, of the Interna- 
tional Constitution and ARTICLE XIX of 
this Constitution and By-Laws. Any non- 
member employed as a Dispatcher may be 
discharged for cause by the President, sub- 
ject to the approval of the next Regular 
m p meeting. 


Section 6. The positions of Dispatcher 
shall be filled as follows: two professional 
omice workers. 


Seetion 7. Whenever the cireumstanecs — 


require, «ti elected officials, with the excep- 
tion of the President and the Seeretary- 
Treasurer, are to be rotated in the positions 
of Patrolmen and Dispatcher. 


Article VII 
Salaries of Elected Officers

, to review che Constitution and By-Laws to become fully aware of your rights, 
responsibilities, etc., in connection with this election. 


Final details concerning the ballots. will be distributed after

FLASHI On October 19, 1971, U.S. District Judge 
Thomas F. Croake handed down his decision in a 
case challenging O’Callaghan’s using of Union money 
and Union authority to distribute campaign literature 
on his own behalf. The Judge said that O'Callaghan 
had plainiy violated federal law and had entitled any 
candidate defeated in the present election to have the 
election set aside; he also ordered O'Callaghan to give 
equal treatment to campaign literature prepared by 
his opponents. 

Seme highlights of Judge Croake’s decision 
are given below. 

On the question of the “Newsletter” which 
O'Callaghan used the Union’s money to publish and 
distribute, the Judge had this (among other things) 
to say: 

“The court finds that the “Newsletter,” 
containing electioneering for the incumbent candi- 
date, ad hominem attacks upon an opposition car- 
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ghan distributed at the expense of defendant labor 
organization. Plaintiffs are entitled to the opportunity 
to have campaign literature in a similar manner and 
with equal force as that of the defendants. The 
distribution ‘shall be made by [defendant] .. . 

labor organization and its officers, with equal treat- 
ment as to the expense of such distribution.’ 

LMRDA §481(c).” 

The Court also took up the matter of 
O'Callaghan’s violation of Local 88’s by-laws, which 
require that a certified mailing list of all members 
be made available at cost to all candidates. On 
this issue, Judge Croake said: 


“The facts .. . display a violation of the 
spirit of LMRDA as well cs the letter of the law. 
The LMRDA endeavors to preserve the integrity of 
the election process as it is the core of Union de- 
mocracy. Scction 481(e) LMROA provides: “The 
tleeticn boll be canehictedd on rhe 
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lr as they are no. inconsistent with the provisions 
this subchapter! It appears there is ‘discrimina 
bn... against. . . [a] candidate with respect to 
5 use of lists of members.’ Section 481(c} LMRDA 
fendants are directed, therefore, to make the 
iling lists available to candidates for, election to 
fice in former Local 88.”

day filed a motion in the Court returnable before

propriety of my having called this conference, 


I wish to make the following statement on the 
record to be considered by Judge Motley in connec- 
tion with her examination of Mr. Schwartz’ motion 
and also to be considered as constituting a 
certificate issued by me as a Magistrate of this 
Court, pursuant to Title 28, U.S. Code Section 636D 


relating to possible contempt of court committed by 
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Mr. Schwartz in this connection. 

This statement is as follows: On or about 
April 29, 1974 pursuant to the provisions of 
Title.8, U.S. Code, Section 6368 (2) and General 
Rule 35, General Rules of this Court and also 
Rule 16 of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure 
relating to the conduct of pretrial proceedings. 
Judge Motley referred this case to me as a Magis- 
trate of this Court for the conduct of pretrial 
proceedings and for their reguiations thereof. 

Thereafter, on June 24, 1974 in accordance 
from the authorization conferred upon me as afore- 
said by Judge Motley, I scheduled a conference to 
be held in this case at 10:00 A.M. the following 
day, June 25, 1974 to consider what was represented 
by Assistant United States Attorney, Mr. Young, to 


be a most urqent application by the Government

Immediately after such conference 
was scheduled by me, I received a telephone call 
from Mr. Schwartz, attorney for the Defendants, 
protesting my schedulina of the conference on such 
short notice. He urged first that the U.S.

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further urged that he had an important legal 
matter scheduled in Philadelphia to be held on 
June 25th. 

In response, I stated to him that I could not 


resolve the question raised by Mr. Schwartz as to 


the urgency of the matter on an ex parte basis, 


but that I would be glad, in view of Mr. Schwartz' 
stated engagement in Philadelphia the following 
day, to hear the matter immediately, that is to 
say, on June 24th and I also agreed to adjourn the 
matter if Mr. Schwartz cuuld confer forthwith with 
the United States Attorney and either work the 
matter out amicably, or aet the United States 
Attorney's consent to an adjournment. I made 

that specific suggestion particularly in the 

light of representations that had been made to me 
by the United States Attorney that prior telephone 
calls to Mr. Schwartz' office in his apparent 
absence had been unheeded and unreturned. 

The suggestions that I made to Mr. Schwartz 
in the forecoina respect were not acceptable to 
him; he, indicatina to me that it was necessary

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indicated that it would be necessary for either 
Mr. Schwartz or an authorized attorney from his 
office to be present the following day, June 25th. 

Today, June 25th, at 19:00 A.M., the Govern- 
ment counsel appeared but no one appeared from 
the Office of the Defendants' attorney. As I 
previous!y indicated, non-appearance was 
obvious], deliberate as evidenced by the fact 
that notwithstanding, Mr. Schwartz' representation 
to me that he lacked time to see me on t42 24th 
because of the obliaation to prepare for the 
Philadelphia matter, he somehow managed to find 
time to prepare and file a motion returnable on 
June 28th, in which he requests an adjournment of 
this matter scheduled for June 25th. 

Since, as just indicated, Mr. Schwartz 


chose to proceed by routine motion, rather than 


by order to show cause with a temporary restraining 


order, one must necessarily, therefore, consider 
his motion as beina in the nature of an application 
for an ex post facto ratification by a District 
Judge of this Court of a prior unilateral deter- 
mination by Mr. Schwartz as attorney for the 


defendants to ignore and defy as arbitrary and 
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capricious my direction that he apoear before me 
at a pretrial conference called for 19:00 A.M. 
this date, June 25th. 

In my view, the aforementioned conduct by 
Mr. Schwartz constitutes a contempt of this 
Court and I so certify, pursuant to the provisions 
of Title 28, U.S. Code, Section 6360, and pursuant 
to the said statute, I hereby direct the Office 
of the United States Attorney to prepare an 
order to show cause why the said counsel should 
not be held in contemot of this Court.

A joini meeting of the A&G Dry Cargo and Tanker Ne- 
gotiating subcommittees noted Nov 19 a misleading inaccuracy 
in the Nov 1] issue of the Local 88 “Negotiaitions Newsletter” 
regarding the MM&P Pension Program. ° 

The subcommittee said that any improvements in the 
MM&P Pension Plan must come out of monies due on the con- 
tracts’ anniversary dates in 1968, 1987 and 1358. 

In no way, the subcommittee declared, has any dciinite 
pension improvements been decided upon at this time al- 
though several areas are under consideration. 

Beginning June 16. 1966, the MM&P Negotiating Com- 
mittee voted to allocate $0 cents per man/day of the 3.2% 
increase io the Pension Program for improvements.

1. We feel that the MMP membership should have been polled before the merger 


with the ILA and not after the merger. This type of philosophy is dangerous 
to our well-being. 


2. We are not against any wage or vacation benefits for officials, as long as it is 
approved by the membership. 


3. Union membership meetings should be held twice a month. Attendance 
should be on a voluntary basis, thereby giving the democratic right to the 
member to decide whether he wishes to attend or not, and assuring those 
who wish to attend that there will be a meeting, and a chance to participate 
in the internal affairs of our Union. 


4. Representation at ship pay-offs is of primary importance, and a major duty 
of our officials. Therefore, when a ship is not covered at pay-off the mates 
aboard that vessel are to fill out a form notifying Headquarters that the ship 
was not covered. These forms are to be published in our monthl* newspaper 
and posted on boards in all our halls. If any apparent negligence of duty 
occurs, then that official shall be brought up on charges. 


5. No Union official shall be allowed to remain ona “Company Roster.” 
6. Membership meetings should have a chairman from the “rank and file.”” 


7. To establish stringent safeguards to protect our Pension and Welfare Funds, 
and not to combine with any other plan until its solvency is fully investi- 
gated, present benefits should not be reduced, but efforts should be made in 
future negotiations to correct some of the iniquities that are now present.

8. We must continue in negotiations to increase our wages and benefits, but 
emphasis should be stressed on that neglected area... living and working 
conditions aboard ship. 


9. We feel that it is important that one San Francisco patrolman’s pricnary 
function be to service all tankers. Too many of our officials are not familiar 
with the tanker contract.

For many, many years, the Masters, Mates and Pilots members have been kept apart locally and internationally. You 
Bd and I never knew what was going on within the organization, contract wise or financially. If you or i attended a mecting, 
at our Local and brought up a grievance, we were told “Why didn’t you come to my office with it?” Uf we did go to the 
office of the head of the local, that was the last we heard of our grievance. Men, we have known autonomus locals at its 
worst. For years in the contract negotations (when we had a contract) we were known as the “Me Too Organization”. We 
B don’t need officials who take disputes to steamship company offices on an individual basis. If it is in the Union Contract 
or Union Policy, it’s a Union affair and should be negotiated on that basis in lieu of an individual basis. 


The Masters, Mates and Pilots should be proud of their profession. They are the leaders aboard ship and therefore 
set the example. To whom do the men look when the safety of the ship is involved? When any of the men are sick or 
injured, who do they look for? Who do they look to settle shipboard disputes? 


Your officials who have been in office for over twenty years have no conception of shipboard life today. A prime 
example is the apparent approval of living quarters for Masters and Mates on a recently converted ship. These quarters 
are virtually a fire trap and they are located six decks up with no outside ladders to the main deck. The two inside 
ladders inclosed, create a natural force draft for any fire that might start below the decks. In the year 1970, these 
conditions should not exist. If the officials had been to sea in the last twenty years, common sense would have told 
them something was amiss. It’s your life they are playing with. 


Up until this election, you and I know elections were a joke. A condidate for any office had to visit the ships in 
P an attempt to get his points of view across. By the time election was over, he had been able to contact approximately 
one quarter of the membership —IF he was lucky. Mailing service was never mentioned and it has been a Federal law 
since 1959. This was supposed to be a democratic organization. Russia had better! 


Why should a man whose gross salary was $25,780.00 in 1969 and $32,790.00 in 1970, need the membership to 
purchase a Chrysler New Yorker at the cost of $7211.00 Apparently the increase of $7,010.00 in salary was not enough. 
If a man believed in a democracy, why wasn’t it put on a 90 day referendum ballot? 
Why is a man for surrendering our independent charter status in the AFL-CIO and give up our historic status as a 


proud and independent organization of ships’ officers? First thing is to restore some of our basic democracy to the 
membership in the conduct of our Union's affairs. The I.L.A. still has local autonomy. 


Why isn’t there a full annual financial disclosure by our officials, their lawyers and other high paid appointees to 
the membership? 


Why are port captains for the S/S Co. not organized? The port engineers have been for some time, creating 
more jobs for them and better working conditions. 


The majority of the members of the Masters, Mates and Pilots want a democratic organization. Let’s have it, 
by your vote.

The American Artbitration Association (saa) had been selected to conduct the 
referendum election of International Officers and certain officers of the 
Offshore Division, Pilot. Division, of the International Organization of 
Masters, Mates and Pilots by action of their 60th convention which had been 
in Galveston, Texes during the week of July 26, 1971. I was officially so 
edvised in a letter signed by Robert J. Lowen, International Secretary- 


Treasurer, dated August 2), 1971. 


We did not review what had already been done in the way of preparatiou for 
the election. 1 did hear that there had been a convention at which the 
members of the International Ballot Committee had been chosen end that they 
were not rumning for office. We were thus hired by the International who 


told us to look to the International Ballot Committee for guidance. ~ 


I did not have any discussion with Captain O'Callagnan, International President 
regarding his covering letters dated April 30, 1971 which accompanied the 
"notice of election" which apparently had been sent to the members of the various 


divisions. 


In fact, I don't recall ever seeing the letter of L/30/71 signed by Captain 


O'Callaghan or the various notices of election allegaly mailed to the members. 


I don't know what mailing list may have been used or how many members receieved 
the notice of election. ¢ 

I discussed the role of the AAA in the election with our Counsel so that we 
would have ¢1 understanding of our role in conducting the election. I did 
review the International constitution but did not see the Offshore Division 
and Pilot Division By-Laws nor the By-Laws of any tanita: We were an 

agent of the International Eallot Committee axf which according to the 
constitution, is responsible for supervising the election. We don't feel 
that it ss was our function to make interpretations of the constitution or 
any of the By-Laws. However, ,we noted a clear and serious violation of the 


constitution, we would object to the International. 


The ballots were not mailed within the 30th day following the close of the 
convention because a determination had to be made by the IBC ooncerning the 
request of Amos Koonce to withdraw his candidacy from the Executive Assistant 
Port Agent position in the port of New York. The IBC did not resolve the 


question until after its first meeting, around the end of August, 1971s 


In addition, Lloyd S:” .don, candidate for International President, other 

dissidents, went to Federal District Court in New York, alleging that a 

ceztain "newsletter" mailed by the International during August, 1971 was 

campaign literature.

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I was aleo unhappy about the mailing of the ballots in September when 67’7a 
the decision of Judge Croake was pending in the U.S. District Court concarning 
certain documents mailed by the incumbents at union expense which Captain 
Sheldon alleged was campaign literature. [I was aware that approximately 
3,000 ballots were already at the bank when the judge ordered the union to. 
give Sheldon equal distribution for campaign literature he wished to mail. 

Sheldon's material was mailed around the first week in November, 1971. 
My first meeting with IBC took place around the end ot inti: 1971. in 


New York, New York. I don't recall who arranged this meeting. 


Mr. hon Sidikieriniigns was assigned to the election. He arranged many: of the 
details, including the selection of the Bronx, New York branch of the 
American Bank and Trust Company for the receipt of the ballots from the 
Post Office. I would have preferred to use the facilities of one of the 
large midtown New York City banks, ch as the Manufacturers Hanover Bank

Mr. Tannenbaum had also taken care of the details concerning the printing 
of the ballots. +) beeeven: normally use a speeded New Jersey printer to 
prepare the ballots.

NOTICE TO POSTAL EMPLOYEES 


~+— Effective July 1, 1971, unions of postal employees became 
subject to the provisions of the Labor-Management Reporting and 
Disclosure Act of 1959, As Amended (LMRDA). The election pro- 
visions of the Act are described in this booklet. 


NOTICE TO OTHER FEDERAL EMPLOYEES 


Most other unions of Federal Government Employees are 
subject to the provisions of Executive Order 11491. By virtue of 
section 204.29 of the Standards of Conduct Regulations, 29 CFR 204, 
issugd pursuant to section 18 of the Order, the substantive provisions 
of title IV of the LMRDA (described herein), relating to the election 
of union officers, are made applicable to unions subject to the Order. 


It should be noted that the Standards of Conduct Regula- 
tions have established enforcement procedures different from those 
inthe LMRDA. These are found at 29 CFR 204.63 through 204.65. 
Copies of the Regulations may be secured from the Area Offices of 
tHe Labor-Management Services Administration (LMSA), the ad- 
dresses of which are given at the back of this booklet. 


A revision of this booklet which will ixcorporate these developments is now in 
process, 


ELECTION PROVISIONS 
IN GENERAL 


An important section of the Labor-Management Reporting 
and Disclosure Act of 1959, as Amended, deals with the election of 
union officers. Its aim is to safeguard democratic processes. To this 
end, title IV of the act prescribes certain procedures which must be 
followed by all labor organizations covered by the act, regardless of 
whether the organizations’ constitutions and bylaws so provide. Other 
sections of the law also relate to union elections. 

Under these provisions the maximum length of the terms 
' of office of elected union officiais has been fixed for various types of 
labor organizations; certain requirements for candidacy for office have 
been prescribed; minimum union election campaign standards have 
been established for local unions and for national and international 
unions; and rules for the conduct of nominations and elections have 
been enacted. 

The act does not set forth in detail the procedures for nomina- 
tions and elections of officers which must be followed. Rather it sets 
up minimum requirements. Beyond this, the principle is established 
that elections are to be conducted in accordance with the constitution 
and bylaws of each labor organization covered under the act, so long 
as these organizational rules do not conflict with the provisions of the 
law. 

The question may be asked, “Do the constitution and bylaws 
have to specify the required election procedures of title IV?” To be 
consistent with the provisions of the act, a union's constitution and 
bylaws should provide for election procedures which comply with the 
requirements of title IV of the act. This does not preciude a union 
from setting forth additional procedures provided these are not incon- 
sistent with the act. 


9 ORGANIZATIONS 
COVERED 


NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL UNIONS 


INTERMEDIATE BODIES 


The election provisions of the act in title ’V are applicable 
to national and international labor organizations, . ~-pt federations 
of such organizations, for example, the AFL-CIO. ‘ hese provisions 
also apply to intermediate bodies such as general committees, confer- 
ences, system boards, joint boards, or joint councils. In addition, title 
IV also applies to local labor unions. These provisions, however, do 
not apply to State and local central bodies which are excluded frorn 
coverage under the act. 

Organizations composed entirely of government employees 
are likewise excluded from the coverage of the act. (Gevernment, as 
an employer, includes the U.S. Government, corporations wholly owned 
by the Federal Government, the States and any subordinate govern- 
mental units, including counties and municipalities.) However, where 
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an international or national labor organization has some locals of gov- 
ernment employees, and other locals which contain both government 
and nongovernment employees (“mixed” locals), or are composed 
entirely of nungovernment employees, the parent organization and both 
its mixed and its nongovernment locals are subject to this title. 
further, while the election requirements generally do not apply to a 
local union composed entirely of government employces, there is an 
important exception: When such a local participates in the election 
of officers of its parent organization which is subject to the election 
requirements, then the title IV election procedures must be followed. 
The same is true in the case of election of convention delegates who 
elect officers of a national or international union or of an intermediate 
body covered by the act. Thus, a local composed solely of government 
employees would have to select convention delegates by secret ballot if 
the parent organization is subject to the act, and if the delegates are to 
participaée in the election of national and international officers. A 
local union composed exclusively of craftsmen employed by the gov- 
ernment at a Navy yard, for instance, would be required to elect, by 
secret ballot, delegates to such a convention of the international union 
of its craft. 

Aithough the act is limited to the activities of persons and 
organizations within the territorial jurisdiction of thé United States, 
an intefnational union or intermediate body is not exempted from the 
requirements of the act by virtue of the participation of its foreign 
locals or foreign membership ‘n its elections. For example, votes re- 
ceived from Canadian members in referendum elections held by an 
international union with headquarters in the U.iited States must have 
been cast under procedures meeting the requirements of the act, and 
delegates from Canadian affiliates participating in conventions where 
officers of the international body are to be elected must have been 
elected by secret ballot. 
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WHO MUST BE ELECTED 
AND HOW OFTEN 
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A. Offices To Be Filled by Election 


A question that must be answered at the outset is, “What 
union offices must be filled by election?” This is obviously an impor- 
tant question. The act states flatly that all officers must be elected. 

But what does “‘officer” mean? This term is defined in the 
law as, “‘Any constitutional officer, any person authorized to perform 
the functions of president, vice president, secretary, treasurer, or other 
executive functions of a labor organization and any member of its exec- 
utive board or similar governing body.” It is apparent that not only the 
major union offices are to be filled by election (the president, vice presi- 
dent, secretary, and treasurer), but also any other offics in which per- 
sons exercise executive functions. Members of execu:ive boards or 
similar governing bodies also must be elected. In contrast, most shop 
stewards are not required to be elected because they normally do not 
exercise executive functions. However, a shop steward would qualify 
as an “officer” (and thus become subject to the act’s election require- 
ments) if so designated in the union’s constituiion, or if, as a steward, 
he were a member of the union's executive board. 

In many cases the business agent c~ business representative of 
a union has duties which result in his position falling within the defini- 
tion of officer. For example, if he has primary responsibility for the con- 
trol and management of the union’s funds and fiscal operations he 
would be considered an “officer” for the purposes of the act. 

In addition, any delegate who votes for officers at a conven- 
ti. of a national or international union or an interniediate body, such 
as a cuference or a council, must be elected by secret ballot among 
the meunbers in good standing of the labor organization he represents. 
If the constitution and bylaws state that one of the functions of a par- 
ticular elected officer is to be a delegate who votes for officers at the 
organization’s convention, a speciai election of that officer to be a con- 


vention delegate is not necessary provided the officer was clected by 
secret ballot among the members in good standing of the labor organiza- 
tion he represents. 

While all union officers, including members of executive 
boards or similar governing bodics, must be clected, the act provides a 
choice for some types of iabor organizations between direct secret 
ballot elections by the members and indirect elections by delegates 
or officers representing the members. 

Thus, officers of local unions must be elected by secret ballot 
among the members in good standing. Omicérs of rationat-or~inrrer- 
natuonal unions, oii the other arid, may be elected cither by secret ballot 
among the members in good standing or at a convention of delegates 
chosen by secret ballot. Officers of intermediate bodies may be elected 
either by secret ballot among the_members_in good standing of the 
constit ions, or by officers of the constituent unions, who repre- 
sént such members and who have been elected by secret ballot. 

Professional and other staff members of labor organizations 
need not be elected if they do not determine policy and are employed 
only to carry out the policy decisions of the labor organization. These 
persons are subject to the control and direction of the elected officials 
and the law does not require such professional or other staff members 
to be elected. 

Elections are not required by the act for union offices which 
do not possess executive functions and whose holders are not designated 
as officers by the constitution and bylaws and who are not members of 
the executive committee or similar governing body of the organization. 
However, the union’s constitution and bylaws may require such offices 
to be filled by election. In this case, the procedures of title IV need 
not be followed since the holders of these kinds of offices are not con- 
sidered “officers” under the law. 


B. Trusteeships—A Special Case 


When a labor organization is under trusteeship, it is unlawful, 
under title ITI, section 303 of the act, to count votes of delegates of the 
trusteed organization in any convention or election of officers of the 
parent international union or an intermediate body unless such dele- 
gates have been chosen by a secret ballot in which all members in good 
standing of the trusteed organization were eligible to vote. 
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The act does not require that a trusiced organization be 
represented by delegates at a convention of its parent organization. 
However, it may send delegates with full voting powers if thev have been 
elected by secret ballot election in which all imcmbers in goud standing 
were eligible to vote. It also may send delcguies not elected by secret 
ballot, but it would be unlawful to count votes cast by such delegates in 
any election of parent organization officers, or on any issue or other 
resolution presented to the convention. 


C. Frequency of Elections 


The frequency of elections of officers is stated explicitly in 
the act. Again, it should be remembered that these are minimum 
requirements—elections may be held more often but not less often 
than required by the act. Elections under title IV must be held: 


1. At least every 5 years in all na- 
tional and international labor organizations: 


2. Atleastevery 4 years in all inter- 
mediate bodies such as general committees, 
system boards, joint boards, joint 

councils, and conferences; 


3. At least every 3 years in local 
labor organizations. 


These periods are measured from the date of the last elec- 
tion. These requirements do not prohibit incumbent officers from 
being reelected at the end of their terms of office. 
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D. Unexpired Terms of Office 


Frequently during the term of office, a union official will 
resign or a vacancy will be created due to death or for some other 
cause. Such vacancies arc especially prevalent in the many unpaid 
offices in !ocal trade unions. 

The act is silent on the specific point of what should be done 
in filling unexpired terms of office. Labor organizations may, there- 
fore, fill such vacancies by using the procedures provided in their con- 
stitutions and bylaws, so long as there is compliance with the general 
standards of union procedure laid down in title I (the “Bill of Rights”) 
of the act. 


E. Summary 


. All officers of local unions must be elected by secret ballot. 
. All members of executive boards or similar governing 
bodies of local unions must be elected by secret ballot. 

. All delegates to conventions of national or international 
unions or to intermediate bodies must be elected by secret 
ballot if the delegates vote in the election of officers of 
such national or international unions or intermediate 
bodies. 

. All officers of national or international unions and of 
intermediate bodies must be elected either directly by 
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secret ballot among the members or indirectly through 
representatives elected by secret ballot. 

. Professional and other staff members who do not deter- 
mine policy and who are subject to the control of elected 
officials need not be elected. 

- Officers must be elected as indicated by the iollowing 
time intervals: 

In local unions—at least every 3 years; 

In intermediate bodies—at least every 4 years; 

In national and international unions—at least every 
5 years. 


Questions and Answers 


QUESTION—May a local union elect its officers every year? 

Answer —Yes. The act specifies the longest time intervals permitted 
between elections. They may be held more often if this 
is provided for in the organization’s constitution and 
bylaws. 

QUESTION— May the executive committee appoint delegates to the in- 
ternational convention when one of the delegates’ duties 
is to vote in the election of international officers? 


Answer —No. Thcy must be elected by secret ballot among the 
members in good standing. 

quesTion—Must shop stewards be elected by secret ballot? 

Answer —No, not unless the constituiion and bylaws of the organiza- 
tion require that they be clected by a secret ballot, or they 
do in fact exercise executive functions within the local, or 
they are designated as officers by the constitutions and 
bylaws. 

quesTiIon—Must the chief shop steward be elected by secret ballot? 

Answer —If he isa constitutional officer or a member of the execu- 
five committee by virtue of being chief shop steward, or if 
he exercises executive functions within the local, he must 
be elected by secret ballot. 

quzstion—Must the sergeant-at-arms be elected by secret ballot? 

Answer —If the holder of this position is designated as an officer by 
constitution and bylaws, or if he performs any executive 
functions, or if he is a member of the local union’s execu- 
tive committee by virtue of being sergeant-at-arms, he 
must be elected by secret ballot. 

quzstTion—May the officers of a local be authorized to represent the 
local at conventions of the parent body by virtue of their 

the delegates be elected specifi- 


; bylaws confer 
such duties on an officer, if held 
in accordance with the provisions of 
requirement that delegates to conventions be elected by 
secret ballot, and no separate election is required for him 
to serve as such a delegate. Suh an officer may represent 
his union in the election of the officers of the parent orga 
nization at a convention, provided he was elected by secret 
ballot. 


4. NOMINATION PROCEDURES 


A. Basie Provisions 


The act requires that a “reasonable Opportunity” be given to 
members in good standing for nominating candidates of their own 
choice. It also provides that the Procedures followed in making nomi- 
nations must be in accordance with the constitution and bylaws 
of the labor organization insofar as these are not inconsistent with 
the requirement that there shall be a “reasonable opportunity” for 
nominating candidates. 


B. Reasonable Notice for Nominations 


A labor organization must give reasonable notice of: 


1. The offices to be filled by election. 

2. The time for submitting nominations. 

3.. The place for submitting nominations. 

4. The proper form for submitting nominations, i.c., 
whether written, or oruy from the floor or some 
other method. 


Reasonable notice must be given so that all members in good 
standing have enough time to nominate candidates of their choice for 
office. 
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C. How To Notify 
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The alternative methods for reasonable notification include: 


1. Mail notice to each member in good standing within 
a reasonable time before nominations are held. The 
act does not prohibit the use of a single notice of 
both nominations and election. Such joint notice, 
however, must be given in sufficient time to permit 
reasonable opportunity for membcrs to nominate 
candidates and must also meet the requirement for 
election notices. 

2. Timely publication in union newspaper which—- 

(a) Is reasonably calculated to reach ali mem- 
bers in good standing, and which— 

(b) Actually provides reasonable opportunity 
for nominations to be made. 
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If notice is given in the union newspape, the notice 
should be placed Prominently in such manner that 
the un‘on could reasonably expect the notice to come 
to the attention of the members. 
- Other means in accord with the constitution and by- 
laws of the union which— 
(a) Are reasonably calculated to reach all mem- 
bers in good standing, and which— 
(b) Actually provide reasonable Opportunity 
for nominations to be made. 


D. Who May Be Nominated 


Every member in good standing is eligible to be a candidate 
t to reasonable qualifications uniformly 
Prescribing minimum timc 


ualify all but a handful of mem-

n this connection, it is a violation of the act to disjuc's

E. Who Is Ineligible 


1. For Legal Reasons. The legal exceptions to the above 
tests of eligibility relate to those persons barred from holding office by 
section 504{a) of the act. In general, persons convicted of certain 
crimes are not eligible for holding office for 5 years after conviction if 
there has been no imprisonment, or for 5 years after the end of the 
period of imprisonment. 

The act states that: 

“No person who is or has been a member of the 
Communist Party* or who has been convicted of, or 
served any part of a prison term resulting from his con- 
viction of rebbery, bribery, extortion, embezzlement, grand 
larceny, burglary, arson, violation of narcotics laws, mur- 
der, rape, assault with intent to kill, assault which inflicts 
grievous bodily injury, or a violation of Title II or III of 
this Act, or conspiracy to commit any such crimes, shall 
serve-— 
as an officer, director, trustee, member of any 
executive board or similar governing body, business 
agent, manager, organizer, or other employee (other 
than as an employee performing exclusively clerical 
or custodial duties) of any labor organization . 
during or for five years after the termination of his mem- 
bership in the Communist Party® or for five years after 
such conviction or after the end of such imprisonment, 
unless prior to the end of such five-year period, in the 
case of a person so convicted or imprisoned, (A) his 
citizenship rights, having been revoked as a result of such 
The U.S. Supreme Court, on June 7, 1965, held unconstitutional as a bill of 
attainder the sec. 504 provision which imposes criminal sanctions on C-mmunist 
ee oe (U.S. v. Brown, 381 U.S. 437, 85 S. Cr.

No labor organization or officer thereof shall know- 
ingly permit any person to assume or hold any office or : 
paid position in violation of this [provision] . . . For the : 
purposes of this [provision], any person shall be deemed 
to have been “convicted” and under the disability of ‘‘con- 
viction” from the date of the judgment of the trial court 
or the date of the final sustaining of such judgment on 
appeal, whichever is the later event, regardless of whether 
such conviction occurred before or after the date of en- 
actment of this Act.” 

It should be noted that some courts have held the pairs: 
“period of imprisonment” includes not only the period of actual) «.»»; 
finement in prison but also any period of parole. The board of paroie 
recently held, however, that “imprisonment” refers only to the period 
of actual confinement in prison. 

2. For Organizational Reasons. A labor organization may 
have in its constitution and bylaws reasonable rules which defer the 
eligibility of a certain class or certain classes of members to run for or 
be elected to union office. Such reasonable rules may apply, for in- 
stance, to apprentices for a certain reasonable period of time, or to 
members who have transferred into the local union, for a reasonable 
period after their transfer. 

In certain unions it is customary for members to retain their 
membership in good standing when they become foremen or super- 
visors. Generally, a union rule preventing such persons from seeking 
or holding office would be reasonable.

Reasonable opportunity for nominating candidates must 

be provided.

. Notice may be by mail, timely publication in the union 


newspaper, or other effective means.

. In general, persons convicted of crimes listed in section 
504{a) of the act may not hold office for 5 years after the 
period of imprisonment, or 5 years after conviction if there 
was no imprisonment. 


QUESTION—Can nominations and elections be held at the same local 
union meeting? 

Answer —When certain coaditions are met, nominations and elections 
of union officers may be held at the same meeting. Such 
meeting may '~ held if during a reasonable period prior 
to the nomination-election meeting every member eligible 


to hold office who has announced his candidacy is afforded 
the protections provided in section 401 (c) (e.g., inspection 
of union membership lists, distribution of campaign litera- 
ture and sufficient opportunity to campaign for office). 
Of course, the other safeguards provided for in section 401 
of the act (e.g., timely notice, reasonable Opportunity to 
nominate) which are designed to assure a fair election also 
must be observed. 

QuesTion—Can an officer hold more than one office in a labor 
organization? 

Answer —Yes, if this is consistent with the constitution and bylaws of 
the organization. There is nothing in the act which pro- 
hibits multiple officeholding. 

QuesTiIon—Does the act bar from officeholding all persons who have 
ever been convicted of any crime? ;

Answer —No. The restrictions or office holding apply only to cer- 
tain specified crimes, and only during the 5 years following 
conviction, if there was no imprisonment, or imprison- 
ment, which ever is later. 

" ~@ugstion—Notice of nominations was placed on the last page of the 
union newspaper, among, and indistinguishable from the 
classified advertisements. Does this constitute reasonable 
notification? 

Answer —No. Prominent display on page ! of the paper clearly 
would be reasonable. At the least, the notice should be 
placed so that it will be clearly visible at a casual reading 
of the paper by members of the union to whom the notice 
is addressed. 


5 sCAMPAIGN RULES 


A. Basic Provisions 


The act sets forth certain basic standards for union election 
campaigns for national and international unions and for local unions. 
This does not mean that the union may not have other rulcs, provided 
of course, they do not conflict with those prescribed in the law. 

The law also indicates that the resources of the union are 
not to be used to support a favored candidate for office over any other 
candidates, and it specifically prohibits the union and its officers from 
discriminating among candidates with respect to certain procedures and 
use of feces, 


B. Distribution of Literdature 


All reasonable requests of any candidate to distribute cam- 
paign literature by mail or otherwise, at the candidate’s expense, to 
all members in good standing mu: 's¢ honored. If distribution of 
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campaign literature for one candidate is made without charge, then 
distribution for all candidates must be made without charge. How- 
ever, an organization may not use funds received from dues, assessments, 
or similar levies to promote the candidacy of a particular individual in 
a labor organization election. 

Such union funds, however, while they may not be used to 
promote the candidacy of any person, may be used for: 


1. Issuances of notices; 
2. Factual statements of issues not involving candidates; 
and 
3. Other expenses necessary for the holding of an 
election. 
Employers may not contribute funds, directly or indirectly, 
in support of the candidacy of any person for union office under any 
conditions. 


C. Inspection of Membership Lists 


Each bona fide candidate has the right to inspect a list con- 
taining the names and last known addresses of all members of the 
union who are subject to a collective bargaining agreement with the 
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employer which requires membership in the union as a condition of : 


employment, such as a union shop or a maintcnance of membership ‘ 


agreement. This right to inspect does not include the right to copy. 
The right to inspect is limited to once within 30 days prior to the 
~ election. 

The union is required to refrain from discriminating in favor 
of, or against, any candidate with respect to the use of lists of union 
members. A candidate may be allowed to copy lists of union members 


if the union will permit it. If one candidate is allowed to make a copy, . 
however, then all candidates must be allowed to copy the lists if they 


so desire. 


» D. Membership Participation 


Under title I of the law all members must be accorded equal 
rights to participate in discussions as well as voting on union business, 
subject to reasonable rules in the union’s constitution and bylaws. 
In addition, all members have the right to freedom of speech and assem- 
bly, to express any views, arguments or opinions, including the right to 
express at meetings of the labor organizat’ n views upon candidates in 
an election of the labor organization, subject to reasonable rules in 
the union’s constitution and bylaws.

All reasonable requests to distr:hute campaign literature 
at a candidate’s expense must be honored by the union. 
No funds received from dues, assessments, or similar levies 
may be used to promote any person’s candidacy. 

No employer may contribute to, or pay for the campaign 
of any candidate. 


. If there is a collective bargaining agreement requiring 


union membership as a condition of employment, such as 
a union shop or maintenance of membership agreement, 
a candidate has the right, once within 30 days prior to 
the election, to inspect a list of members subject to such 
agreement, but not to copy it.

QUESTION— May a local union spensor a debate at a union meeting 

: among all the candidates for a union office? 

Answer —So long as no candidate is shown preference over another 
by the union, there is no prohibition against using dues, 


assessments or similar levies to pay the normal costs of a 
meeting at which all candidates for an office are permitted 
to express their views to the membership. 

QUESTION—Must a union distribute campaign literature for a person 

- who wishes to be nominated to run for office? 

Answer —yYes. The law uses the terms “candidate” and “bona fide 
candidate” rather than the term “nominee” in describing 
the persons entitled to this right. Most courts have held 
that a person may be a candidate for office before he has 
been nominated to run for that office. 

QuESTION-—Does the act preclude a union-financed newspaper or maga- 
zine from including a section in which all bona fide candi- 
dates may state their case? 

Answer —The law prohibits the use of certain union funds “to pro- 
mote the candidacy of any person in an election subject 
to the provisions of this act.” Whether publicity in the 
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union newspaper promotes the candidacy of any person 
is obviously a matter of fact to be determined in cach case. 
However, if a union newspaper oily nade avai!able equal 
space to each bona fide candidate running for any par- 
ticular office, it would be difficult to show that this pro- 
moted the candidacy of any particular individual.

6 ELECTION proceDuRES 


A. Basic Procedures 


All elections required under the act that are held by local 
unions must be conducted by secret ballot among the members in good 
standing, subject to reasonable rules uniformly imposed. 

Intermediate and national or international labor organiza- 
tions may elect their officers either by secret ballot among members in 
good standing (referendum) or at a convention of delegates chosen 
by secret ballot among members in good standing. In intermediate 
bodies, officers may be elected by vote of officers who represent the 
members of the constituent locals, and who have themselves been 
elected by secret ballot. 

The act, which requires that a secret ballot must be held 
among members in good standing, does not, however, prescribe in 
specific detail the election procedures which must be followed. The 
election must satisfy the “ground rules” specified in the act and, beyond 
this, it must be in accordance with the constitution and bylaws of the 
labor organization concerned. 
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B. Meaning of ‘Member in Good Standing” 


What is a member in good standing? 

“Member in good standing” includes any persen 
who has fulfilled the requirements for membership in a 
labor organization, and who neither bs voluntarily 
withdrawn from membership nor has been expelled or 
suspended from membership after appropriate procecd- 
ings consistent with lawful provisions of the constitution 
and bylaws of such organization. 

However, all members in good standing sometimes may not 
be eligible to vote. A labor organization may prescribe reasonable 
rules and regulations with respect to voting eligibility. For example, 
a period of prior membership may be required, or apprentices may not 
be allowed to vote until they complete their apprenticeships. 

Although reasonable rules may postpone the right to vote, 
a union may not create permanent special classes of nonvoting mem- 
bers. Thus, while temporary deferment of the right to vote in some 
cases may be reasonable, the creation of permanent or quasi-permanent 
classes of nonvoting members normally would violate the law. 

Furthermore, a member in good standing whose dues have 
been checked off under a collective bargaining agreement pursuant to 
his voluntary authorization may not be disqualified from voting (or 
being a candidate) because of alleged delay in transmission of or default 
in payment of dues. 


C. What is a “Secret Ballot?” 


The next question of interest is: “What constitutes a secret 
ballot?” The act is specific on this point, defining secret ballot as, 
“The expression by hallot, voting machine, or otherwise, but in no 
event by proxy, of a choice with respect to any election or vote .. - 
cast in such a manner that the person expressing such choice cannot 
be identified with the choice expressed.” 

If the election is to be in the form of a mail referendum, 
appropriate provisions must be made to insure that the identity of the 
individual members will not be disclosed as their marked ballots are 
submitted and counted. 
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D. Notice of Election 


Notice of election must be mailed to each member at his 
last known home address not less than 15 days prior to the election. 
The mailing of the election notice and nomination notice may be com- 
bined, provided that a reasonable time is allowed for nominations. In 

“an election involving balloting by mail, the notice of election must be 
mailed at Icast 15 days before the last day on which ballots must be 
mailed back in « rder to be accepted for counting. 

The .ct does not prescribe the physical form of the notice 
of the election. However, it must include a specification of the time 
and place of the election and of the offices to be filled, and it must be 
in such physical form as to be reasonably calculated to inform the 
members of the impending election. Whether publication of the notice 
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in a union newspaper would meet the requirements of the act would 
depend first on whether the particular issue of the newspaper was in 
fact mailed to the last known address of each union member. | It would 
depend, furthermore, on whether the union reasonably could expect 
that the notice published in such form would come to the attention of 
the members. For example, a notice of an election which was pub- 
lished in che newspaper in a section of the publication generally devoted 
to classified advertisements which was indistinguishable at a glance 
from other items published in that section hardly would be reasonably 
calculated to inform the members. It would seem that, at the very 
least, the front page of the publication should contain a conspicuous 
item alerting the member to the notice contained elsewhere in the paper. 
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E. Uncontested Elections 


The act provides no exceptions to the req:tirement that local 
labor organizations clect officers by secret ballot. Nor does the vt 
provide any exception to the requirement that intermediate bodies and 
national or international unions elect by secret ballot unless they cluct 
officers by delegates chosen by secret ballot. 

However, before an election may be set aside, the act requires 
that the court must establish that viclations may have affected the 
outcome of the election. As a matter of enforcement policy, the 
Secretary of Labor will not institute civil action to set aside an election 
unless there is probable cause to believe that there were violations which 
may have affected the outcome of the election. 

Accordingly, if the nomination procedures and practices of 
a labor organization (1) provide reasonable opportunity for the nomi- 
nation of candidates, and (2) write-in votes are not permitted by its 
constitution and bylaws, and (3) if all other provisions of title 1V 
have been complied with, the Department of Labor’s view is that failure 
to hold a secret ballot election where all candidates are unopposed 
would not affect the outcome of the election. 

Under such conditions the Secretary would not take enforce- 
ment action since it would serve no useful purpose. 


F. Counting and Keeping ..1¢ Ballots 


In every election held under this act as provided for in title 
IV, votes cast by members of each local union must be counted and 
the results published separately. While the act requires that the 
results of an election in a local union must be published, it does not 
require that such publication show the distribution of votes by sections 
within the local. 

In addition, all ballots, including used, unused and chal- 
lenged ballots, envelopes used to mail in marked ballots in the case of 
a mail ballot election, tally sheets, and related election documents, must 
be kept for 1 year by the election officials designated in the constitu- 
tion and bylaws of the labor organization conducting the election or 
by the secretary of such organization, if no other official is designated. 
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In every election requir -< under the act, each candidate must 
be permitted to have an observer: 
1. At each polling place; and

H. Right of Member To Support Candidate 


The act further Prescribes that in the exercise of the right to 
Support candidates of their choice, members may not be subjected to 


penalty, discipline, or improper interference or reprisal of any kind by 
the labor organization or any of its mer.vers. 


1. Elections of Officers at Conventior's 


Elections of officers of national and international labor organi- 
zations may be held either by secret bailot of the members or at conven- 
tions of delegates tlected by secre “allot. Where cieciions are by 

ot of the members, all the requirements of the act relating 
to secret ballot elections must be complied with. In addition, the 
elections must be in accordance with the constitution and bylaws of the 
labor organization insofar as they are not inconsistent with the election 
requirements of the act. 

So long as officers of a national or international labor organi- 
zation are elected at a convention of delegates chosen by secret ballot 
and in accordance with the provisions of a constitution and bylaws 
which are not inconsistent with the requirements of the act, the manner 
in which the vote of the delegates is cast is not subject to special limita- 
tions. The act, therefore, does not require that the election of officers 
at a convention must be by secret ballot. However, the delegates par- 
ticipating in such an election of officers must have been elected by secret 


ballot in accordance with the standards of the act. There is no prohibi- 
tion of delegates in a convention voting by proxy, if the constitution and 
bylaws permit such a practice. 


J. Elections of Officers of Intermediate Bodies 


Elections of officers of intermediate bodies such as conferences, 
general committees, joint or system boards, or joint councils may be 
either by secret ballot among the members of the labor organizations 
which are represented in such intermediate bodies or by the officers or 
delegates representing such members. The officers or delegates who 
represent particular organizations in the election of officers of inter- 
mediate bodies must have been elected by secret ballot of their respec- 
tive memberships. Officers of labor organizations so elected by secret 
ballot, who by virtue of election to their office are also delegates to such 
intermediate bodies, would qualify to vote in the election of officers of 
the intermediate bodies where the constitution and bylaws so provide. 
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The elections in these intermediate bodies are to be conducted 
in accordance with the constitution and bylaws of such organizations 
insofar as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act.

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. Local union elections required by this act must be held 
by secret ballot. 

. All members in good standing have the right to vote, 
subject to reasonable rules, uniformly imposed. 

. Rules for voting eligibility must apply to all equally, and 
special classes of nonvoting members normally may not 
be created. 

. Notice of election must be mailed to each member in 
good standing to his last known address not less than 15 
days prior to the election. 

. Ballots of each local must be counted and the results pub- 
lished separately. 

. All ballots, including used, unused aad challenged ballots, 
envelopes used to mail in marked ballots, tally sheets, and 
related election documents, must be kept for 1 year.

- Elections of officers of intermediate or national and inter- 
national labor organizations may be cither by secret ballot 
of members or indirectly hy officers of constituent locals 
or delegates elected by secret ballot. If the latter, the 
manner in which the delegates vote is regulated by the 
organization’s own constitution and bylaws so long as 
they are not inconsistent with the requirements of t!\¢ act.

QUESTION-——Does hand delivery of the notice of the election constitute 
compliance with the notification provisions of the aci? 
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Answer —No. The act specifies that notice of the election must be 
mailed to the last known home address of all members not 
less than 15 days prior to the election. No other method 
of notification can be substituted for this requirement al- 
though additional means of notification may be used. 

QUESTION—If a member of the union is working on a job away from 
home and is temporarily living away from home, is it 
permissible to mail the notice of election to him at his | 
temporary address? j 

Answer —Yes. The law does not specify that the last known home 
address be the permanent home address. If it is more | 
likely, for example, that a construction worker would re- _ 
ceive a notice of election while at the rooming house where 
he lives temporarily than at his permanent home, the notice 
may be sent to the temporary address. Similarly, if it is 
more likely that a sailor would receive a notice of election 
while aboard a ship than at his permanent home, the 
notice may be sent to the ship. 

QuEesTion—Can the insertion of a notice of the election in a union 
newspaper which is mailed to the last known address of 
each member at least 15 days before the election be con- 
sidered to satisfy this part of the act? 

Answer —Yes, if the announcement is properly displayed so as to 
attract the attention of the members. 

QuesTION—Does mailing the ballots to members in good standing 
to their last known addresses 15 days prior to the election 
constitute sufficient notice o/ the election? 

Answer Yes, providing the ballots include or are accompanied by 
a specification of the time and place of the election and of 
the offices to be filled. 

QuEsTION—lIn a labor organization in which dues are paid pursuant 
to a collective bargaining agreement by a checkoff system, 
can a member be refused the right to vote or hold office 

because his dues are allegedly late or unpaid? 

Answer -—No. A member in good standing whose dues are checked 
off by his employer pursuant to his voluntary authorization 
and to a collective bargaining agreement may not be dis- 
qualified from voting (or from being a candidate) by 
reason of alleged delay or default in the paymert of dues. 
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QUFSTION---May oa) inteenativnal union or intermediate Doty vleny 
local uaiors with loss chan a stated cumber of oreimoess 
the night to be represented at conventions where otiicers 
are clected? 

Answer —No. Tire oct requires that such officers be elected “oy 
secret ballot among the members in good standing or ata 
convention of delegates chosen by secret ballot.” Ei such 
a policy denies smail !ocal unions the opportunity to psr- 
ticipate in the election of olficers, it violates the law. 

QUESTION—Can a union refuse to accept write-in votes? 

Answer —Yes, providing this provision is incorporated in the consti- 
tution and bylaws, and providing it docs not have the effect 
of denying the guarantecd rights of the members. Low- 
ever, the act’s provision that votes must be counted and the 
results published implies that such counting and reporting 
should account for all ballots cast in the election. 


QUESTION-~-May a union be required to provide for absentee balloting 
by its members? 

Answer —Yes. The act provides that each member is entitled to 
one vote. Where voting in person presents an unusual 
burden on a significant number of members—for example, 
where there is a considerable distance between the work- 
site and the polling place, or where the nature of the 
members’ occupation, their hours of work, or the like, 
result in unreasonable difficulties in members reaching a 
central polling place, and if additional polling places are 
not provided—absentee balloting may be necessary in order 
to insure compliance with the act’s requirement that each 
member in good standing shall be entitled to one vote. 

Question—Can the ballots be destroyed or mutilated as they are 
counted? 

Answ:' —No. They must be kept for 1 year following the election 
by the election officials of the union. If no such officials 
have been designated, the secretary is tc fulfill this function. 

QUESTION—May a nonunion member be an elections observer? 

Answer —A candidate is free to select a nonunion member as an 
observer if there is no union rule or regulation to the 
contrary. 
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guestion—Where there is more than one polling place and the polls 
are open all day long, may more than one observer be used? 

Answer —Yes. Candidates may have an observer present at cach 
polling place. There is no objection to having one ob- 
server relieve another if the polling hours are long. Fur- 
thermore, a candidate may have as many observers at the 
counting of the ballots as is necessary to observe the actual 
counting of the ballots, and to insure a fair election. 


A. Any Member May File a Complaint 


Any member of a labor organization may file a complaint 
with the Secretary of Labor alleging that any of the election procedures 
of title IV has been violated. Complaints should be in writing ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of Labor and filed with the nearest area direc- 
tor of the Labor-Management Services Administration (LMSA) who 
is the Secretary’s authorized agent in these matters. (A list of LMSA 
offices and their addresses is given in the back of this publication.) 
These complaints may include violations of the election provisions of 
an organization’s constitution and bylaws, if these are not inconsistent 
with the act. 


B. Available Remedies Must Have Been invoked or 
Exhausted 


Before a member files a complaint with the Secretary of 
Labor, one of the two following conditions must have been met: 
1. The member must have exhausted the remedies 
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available to him under the constitution and bylaw. 
of the organization and its parent body, or 

- The member must have invoked the remedies avail- 
able to him under the constitution and bylaws of the 
organization and its parent body without obtaining 
a final decision within 3 calendar months after in- 
voking them. If the union does not have specific 
election appeals proccdures, the member must invoke 
whatever trial and appeals procedure is available 
under the constitution and bylaws of the union. 


C. Timetable of a Complaint 


be * ie ae aN 
If a member receives an unfavorable final decision within 


3 calendar months after invoking his available internal union remedies, 
he may file a complaint with the Secretary of Labor. The complaint 
must be received by the Secretary of Labor or his authorized agents 
(e.g., LMSA representatives) within 1 calendar month after the mem- 
ber has received the unfavorable final decision. 

If a member does not receive a final decision within 3 calen- 
dar months after invoking his available internal union remedies he may 
do either of the following: 

1. File a complaint with the Secretary of Labor which 
must be received by the Secretary or his authorized 
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agents (e.g., LMSA representatives) within | calen- 
dar month after the 3 calendar months period has 
expired. 

- Wait until he has exhausted the available remedies 
within his organization even though this may take 
more than 3 months. In this case, if the final deci- 
sion is unfavorable, the complaint must be received 
by the Secretary or his authorized agents { €.g., 
LMSA representatives) within | calendar month 
after the member has received the unfavorable final 
decision. 


D. The Role of the Secretary of Labor 


The Secretary is required to investigate each complaint of 
a union election violation filed in accordance with the procedure out- 
lined in sections 7B and 7C above. If he finds probable cause to 
believe that a violation has occurred and has not been remedied, the 
act provides that he shall bring a civil action against the labor organiza- 
tion in a Federal district court within 60 days after the complaint has 
been filed. 

However, violations of the election provisions of the act which 
occurred in the conduct of an election held within the prescribed time 
limits of title IV, are not grounds for setting aside the election unless 
they “may have affected the outcome.” Therefore, the Secretary 
will not institute court proceedings unless he nds, after investigating 
a complaint, probable cause to believe that violations “may have 
affected the outcome of an election.” 


E. The Role of the Federal District Court 


In any action brought by the Secretary of Labor as described 
above in section 7D, if upon a preponderance of evidence after a trial 
upon the merits, the Federal district court finds: 

1. The election was not held within the time prescribed 
by title IV; or 
9. A violation of title IV provisions “may have affected 
the outcome of an élection,” 
the law provides that the court shall declare the election void, and 
order the conduct of a new election under the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of Labor, insofar as is lawful and practicable, in conformity with 
the constitution and bylaws of the labor organization. 


F. Validity of Challenged Elections 


Elections challenged by a member are presumed valid pend- 
ing a final decision. Until such time as an election is determined to 
be invalid, the law provides that the affairs of the organization shall 
be conducted by the elected officers or in such other manner as the 
organization’s constitution and bylaws provide. However, after a 
suit is filed by the Secretary of Labor in a Federal district court, the 
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cour: fias power to take appropriate action to preserve the labor orga- 
nizations assets. 


G. Violation of Titie ili—Trusteeship Standards 


When a violation of the prevision for election of delegates in 
unions under trustceship (see sec. 3B above) is alleged, the procedure 
for complaint is governcd by section 304 of the act. In some cases 
the complaint procedures under title IV of the act also may be appli- 
cable, such as the case where a trusteeship has been imposed as to part 
of the local union’s functions, but an clection of voting delegates to the 
parent union’s convention is held in the local union. Section 304 
directs the Sccretary, upon the filing of a written complaint by any 
union member or subordinate union under trustecship, to investigate 
alleged violations. If he finds probable cause to believe a violation 
has occurred, and has not been remedied, he shall bring a civil action 
in a U.S. district court for appropriate relief (including injunctions). 
Any such union member or subordinate union also may bring a civil 
action in a U.S. district court for appropriate relief (including 
injunctions). 


RELATION OF TITLE | TO THE 
ELECTION PROVISIONS 


Several provisions of title I pertain to elections. Particularly 
noteworthy in this connection are section 101(a)(1), on “Equal 
Rights” ; section 101 (a) (2), “Freedom of Speech and Assembly” ; sec- 
tion 101(a) (4), “Protection of the Right to Sue”; section 101(a)(5), 
“Safeguards Against Improper Disciplinary Action”; and section 102, 
“Civil Enforcement”. Any provision in the constitution and bylaws 
of any labor organization which is inconsistent with the provisions of 
section 101 is declared to be of no force or effect. 


A. Equal Rights (Title 1) 


The equal rights provision of title I (sec. 101(a) (1) ) states 
that every member of a labor organization shall have equal rights and 
privileges within such organization to nominate candidates, to vote in 
elections or referendums of the labor organization, to attend member- 
ship meetings, and to participate in deliberations and voting upon the 
business of such meetings, subject to the reasonable rules and regula- 
tions in the organization’s constitution and bylaws. 
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B. Freedom of Speech and Assembly (Titie 1) 


The section on freedom of speech and assembly (sec. 101 
(a)(2)) states that every member of any labor organization shall 
have the right to meet and assemble freely with any members; and to 
express any views, arguments, or opinions; and to express at meetings of 
the labor organization his views, upon candidates in an election of 
the labor organization or on any business properly before the meeting, 
subject to the organization’s established and reasonable rules pertaining 
to the conduct of meetings; provided that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to impair the right of the labor organization to adopt and 
enforce reasonable rules as to the responsibility of every member toward 
the organization as an institution and to his refraining from conduct 
that would interfere with its performance of its legal or contractual 
obligations. 


C. Protection of the Right To Sue (Title 1) 


The section on the protection of the right to sue (sec. 101- 
(a) (4)) states that no labor organization shall limit the right of any 
member thereof to institute an action in any court, or in a proceeding 
before any administrative agency, irrespective of whether or not the 
labor organization or its officers are named as defendants or respondents 
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in such action or procceding, or the right of any member of a labor 
organization to appear as a witness in any judicial, administrative, or 
legislative procceding, or to petition any legislature or to communicate 
with -any legislator. The same section provides, however, that any 
such member may be required to exhaust reasonable hearing proce- 
dures (but not to excced a 4-month lapse of time) within such organiza- 
tion, before instituting legal or administrative proceedings against such 
organizations or any officer thercof. It also provides that no interested 
employer or employer association shall directly or indirectly finance, 
encourage, or participate in, except as a party, any such action, proceed- 
ing, appearance, or petition. 
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D. Improper Disciplinary Action (Title 1) 


The section on safeguards against improper disciplinary action 
(sec. 101(a)(5)) states that no member of any labor organization 
may be fined, suspended, expelled, or otherwise disciplined (except for 
nonpayment of dues) by such an organization or by any officer thereof 
unless such member has been: 
1. Served with written specific charges; 
2. Given a reasonable time to prepare his defense ; 
3. Afforded a full and fair hearing. 
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E. Enforcement of Title | 


Enforcement of title I rights as such (except rights under sec. 
104) is limited to a civil suit in a district court of the United States by 
the person whose rights have been infringed. The Secretary of Labor 
is given no authority to enforce the rights of members, which arc 
enumerated in title I with the exception of section 104 (which con- 
cerns the availability of collective bargaining agreements to employees 
whose rights are affected by such agreements). 

In some cases, however, the remedies for infringements of title 
I may not be confined to private civil suits. The use of violence or 
threats of violence in connection with an infringement of title I may 
be a violation of section 610 (title VI). Section 610 makes it a crime 
to deprive a person of any rights under the act by use of violence or 
threats of violence. Complaints under this section of the act should be 
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brought directly to the Secretary’: authorized agent (the nearest ares 
director of the LMSA) or to the nearest U.S. attorney. 

Section 102 of title I of the act includes the provision that 
a member seeking redress for denial of rights contained in title | may 
apply for an injunction. In the exercise of title I rights with regard 
to elections, if application for an in junction is made, it must be made 
before the election in question is held (see sec. 9 below ). 

Section 609 makes it unlawful for any union, its officials and 
employees to discipline any member for exercising the rights to which 
he is entitled under the act, either by expulsion, Suspension, fine or 
otherwise. But section 609, like the title I rights discussed above, is 
enforceable by private civil suit only. 


F. Summary 


1. Sections of title I which have a bearing upon the election 
Provisions (title IV) of the act are: 

(a) The guarantee of equai rights in nominating, 
voting, etc., subject to reasonable rules and regu- 
lations of the union’s constitution and bylaws; 

(b) The guarantee of freedom of speech and assem- 
bly, the freedom to express views on candidates 
in an election subject to the union’s established 
and reasonable rules in the constitution and 
bylaws; 


The protection of the rights to sue, to appear 
as a witness and to petition legislators, subject 
to invocation of reasonable hearing procedures 
within the union and subject to the prohibition 
against employer assistance in the exercise of 
such rights; 

(d) The guarantee against improper disciplinary 
action by a union or any officer thereof; 

(e) The right to seek redress in a Federal district 
court before the clection is held. 

2. Enforcement of these title I rights, however, is limited to 
civil suits brought in U.S. district court. The Secretary 
of Labor is given no authority to enforce these sections 
of title I, or section 609, which protects the exercise of 
the rights granted by the act to union members from union 
discipline. However, violations of section 610 (title VI), 
which prohibits deprivation of any person of any rights 
under the act by use of violence or threats of violence, are 
subject to criminal sanctions. 


9 APPLICATION OF OTHER LAWS 


The election provisions (title IV) also state that unions shall 
not be required by law to conduct elections more often, or in a different 
form or manner than is provided in the act, or in the union’s own 
constitution and bylaws if they are not inconsistent with the act. 

Only the procedures provided in title IV may be followed 
in contesting an election which has already been held. However, 
existing rights and remedies to enforce the constitution and bylaws of 
a labor organization before an election are unaffected by title IV.

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Open Letter to the Membership of former Local No. 20 


Dear Sirs and Brothers; 


The balloting on the Constitutional Amendments and the Election of 
Officers is, without doubt, the most important in the history of our Organiz- 
ation. Our Organization is presently going through a transitioa period -a 
transition from a series of autonomous Locals to an Offshore Division and a 
transition from a small independent Organization to an affiliate of the largest 
and most powerful maritime labor group. Expert and seasoned leadership 
must be maintained. 


A firm foundation has been laid for the Offshore Division. The building 
of a structure on this foundation is in progress. A most important part of 
this structure is the formation, by affiliation, of the Marine Division of the 
International Longshoremen's Association, AFL-CIO. The affiliation of the 
MM&P and the ILA received the blessings of the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
and all other connected Unions with the exception of certain Maritime Unions 
which, incidentially, also have chartered splinter groaps of Masters and 
Licensed Deck Officers. The affiliation, which some Unions do not wish us 
to have, at present benefits only MM&P and ILA members. The door is open, 
however, for other Maritime Unions to come into the Marine Division of the 
ILA. Automatica is closing the engine room, shutting down the Radio Oper- 
ator's key and reducing the need for the Unlicensed. Others are looking for 
a place on the bridge or, better yet, vessels manned from top to bottom by 
one Union and with a sweetheart contract that reduces the need for certain 
Licensed Deck Officers. 


Cannibalism exists in the maritime field today - the best example being 
the Prudential-Grace beef. Behind MM&P picket lines, the S/S LASH ITALIA 
was manued with a Master and Licensed Deck Officers from the MEBA's 
District 1 Tanker Officers’ Association and the other vessels were manned 
by the NMU's Brotherhood of Marine Officers. It was only with the able 
assistance of the top Officials and the membership of the ILA that the MM&P 
was able to obtain a satisfactory agreement and retain this fleet under contract. 


It is no secret that an Official of the MEBA has printed and circulated 
propaganda against the affiliation and the present MM&P Officials. It is very 
plain that others want the jobs now held by the MM&P. The membership's 
jobs must be protected for if these jobs go to others so goes our Pension and 
Welfare benefits.

In seven consecutive elections you, the membership of Local No. 20, have 
afforded me the honor of being your President.
